In claim 10, line 11, "magnet" was deleted and —magnetic— was added after 
"bottom face of the" 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to an electromagnetic transducer and a portable communication device comprising the 
electromagnetic transducer. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of a 
suspension supporting a magnetic member at a central portion of the suspension and a diaphragm 
connected to the suspension at a central portion of the diaphragm in combination with all the 
disclosed limitations of claim 1. Independent claim 10 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of a 
suspension supporting a magnetic member at a central portion of the suspension and a diaphragm 
connected to the suspension with an opening in the magnetic member and suspension and a 
center pole is inserted into the opening with an upper face of the pole positioned higher than or 
equal to a bottom face of the magnetic member in combination with all the disclosed limitations 
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of claim 10. Claim 13 in considered an independent claim comprising a portable communication 
device and including all the limitations of claim 1. Claim 14 in considered an independent claim 
comprising a portable communication device and including all the limitations of claim 10. The 
closest prior art, Ichiro (Japanese Patent Publication 57-154998) teaches a suspension supporting 
a magnetic member at a central portion of the suspension and a diaphragm but fails to teach the 
diaphragm is connected to the suspension at a central portion of the diaphragm. The prior art 
fails to anticipate or render the independent claims obvious.
